SMALLPOX ON STEAMSHIP HATEBFORD. 

Passed Asst. Surg. Vogel reports that the steamship Haverford, 
from Liverpool, arrived at Reedy Island quarantine station (Dela- 
ware) May 1 with a case of smallpox on board in the person of a 
Russian female infant 1 month or age. The eruption was in the 
vesicular stage. The patient and 182 passengers exposed to the 
infection were detained in quarantine at Reedy Island. The entire 
personnel of the ship, numbering 1,150, was vaccinated. The com- 
partments of the ship occupied by the patient and the blankets and 
other articles exposed to infection were disinfected with steam.
